'TVHE report that five German universities, 
including 


JL 
such world-famous educational centers as ihooi; at 


Marburg. Halle and Frankfort on the Main, will shortly 
close down for lack of funds gives tragic point to the let- 
ter from a Leipzig professor which we printed in our col- 
umns the other day. 
The war has brot in its train no 


greater disaster for civilization than the ruin which the 
collapse of Germany is bringing to the educational system 
oi that country. 


It \s not merely that centers of research to the al- 


most unique value of which every outstanding scholar of 
this country can testify are being closed because there is 
no longer money to meet either costs of maintenance or 
salaries. That fact, for all who know what German 
scholarship and German teaching methods have meant 
for human progress, represents the disaster in its most 
obvious aspect. But there is another aspect just as im- 
portant to the rest of the world tho not so readily recog- 
nizable. 


As the number of those able to afford education in 


Germany has been contracted by the pinch of extreme 
poverty, those youths of working-class and middle-class 
families on whom maintenance of the liberal tradition 
depends are being automatically forced out of the univer- 
sities. The sons of speculators, industrialists ant! the big 
baronial land owners remain. 
Economic circumstance is 


denying the youg democracy of Germany the fruits of 
education. 
The old imperialist and aggressive elenirr.t- 


are still obtaining them. 
Thus is French pressure insur- 


ing the future triumph in Germany of the very elements 
most dangerous to French security. 


That the process of eliminating the democratic ele- 


ment in the German student bodies has not gone farther 
and faster than is ire case is due solely to the remarkable 
development nf self-help organizations among the stud- 
ents themselves, 
(juiced from a national headquarters

ment in this particular case was fatally unsound, but his 
frank acceptance of responsibility has the ring of nobility" 
and of patriotic devotion to the naval service which will 
increase public regret at the misfortune that has over- 
taken him.
